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IMPORTANT RACING NEAR. 



Next Wednesday Little Rock will furnish the 
curtain raiser for the western turf campaign of 
1898. The meeting there will afford an oppor- 
tunity of sizing up the Derby candidate Ban- 
nockburn and give interesting glimpses of the 
form of Harry Duke, Boanerges, Laureate, Gath, 
Marquise and other good horses known to all 
who go to the races. It will also be the place 
of debut of a number of 2-year-olds as yet un- 
known to track fame. The meeting there will 
•close Thursday, April 7. 

Next in line, the Nashville spring meeting 
•opens next Saturday, April 1. Several hundred 
horses are now in active preparation at Cum- 
berland Park track and the meeting there gives 
every advance indication of being a good one. 
The principal race of the meeting, the Cumber- 
land Prize, will be the third race of the opening 
day and will probably be contested by Presby- 
terian, Isabey, Pacemaker, Lady of the West, 
Opaque and other 3-year-olds. Opaque, a slash- 
ing, fine-looking colt by Iroquois— Ogarita, will 
be the dark horse of the race. He has never 
started in a race, but has shown great speed in 
I .bis work at Memphis. This event is at nine 
furlongs. The other closed events of the meet- 
ing are the Duncan Hotel, Gerst Brewing Com- 
pany Handicap, Belle Meade, Climax, Southern 
Turf Handicap and Maxwell House Stakes. 
The meeting comes to an end Saturday, April 9. 

On the day that the Nashville meeting ends 
racing will begin at Newport and Memphis. 
The Newport meeting will be an affair of purses 
only, but the stables there are all full and there 
is no doubt that the meeting will be marked by 
big fields and fast racing. Quality will be best 
represented at Memphis where the Montgomery 
Handicap will be the principle feature of the 
opening day. Ornament is in at topweight, but 
whether the great son of Order will be started 
or not is an open question. If he is sent to the 
post the field will be reduced in size. If he is 
not a starter, the field will probably be com- 
posed of Boanerges, 115; Meadowthorpe, 113; 
Ulysses, 110; Salvable, 108; Harry Duke, 108; 
Buckvidere, 105; Performance, 105; Good Times, 
106; Paul Kauvar, 100; Marquise, 100; Presby- 
terian, 100; Forbush, 97 and Belle of Memphis, 
92. Here is certainly material for a stirring 
contest. The meeting will end April 30, and 
during its progress the other stakes to be 
decided are the Tennessee Derby, Gaston Hotel, 
Ardelle, Tennessee Brewing Co., New Gayoso 
Hotel, Cotton Steeplechase, Luehrmann Hotel, 
Memphis and Peabody Hotel Handicap Stakes. 

And then will rapidly follow the inauguration 
of the important meetings at Louisville, St. 
Louis, Latonia and Oakley, while May 7 will set 
the local turfmen and turf followers to work 
unraveling the problems attendant on fifteen 
days of racing at Lakeside.

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 



A letter from Nashville to the Spirit of the 
Times has this to say of some of the 2-year-olds 
now at that track : “Leigh’s two-year-olds are 

all in fair racing condition, and three or four 
of them, judged on their trials of the last few 
days, should make good stake animals. Of 
these, Flying Bird, a filly by Kantaka— Fauv- 
ette, is about the best. A week ago she worked 
four furlongs in 49i, and yesterday negotiated 
the same distance in 501 in the mud. This filly 
is entered for the Maxwell House Stakes, four 
and one-half furlongs, in which Charlie Patter- 
son’s crack May Hempstead will be a starter. 
From what the daughter of Patron has accom- 
plished at New Orleans, the chances are that 
the field will be deplorably sm^ll in the Max- 
well House Stakes, but on Flying Bird’s show- 
ing there is no reason why Leigh should be 
afraid to go to the races with her. Cora R is 
another good filly in this stake. She is in Ed 
Moore’s stable, and is credited with a half in 
494. Why should she duck? Buckner, a ratlier 
good looking colt by Blazes, in Dave Shafer’s 
string, is a good doer and will start in this 
stake. He worked four furlongs Saturday in 
the mud in 511. Lucy Blazes, a brown filly in 
the same stable, has a fine turn of speed, having 
recently covered a half in 50, finishing strong.* 

Friday’s Cincinnati Commercial Tribune says : 
President A. S. Labold and Henry Ziegler, of 
the Oakley track, met Leo Mayer, the Chicago 
bookmaker, yesterday at the Sf,. Nicholas Hotel, 
with a view to disposing of tl»e betting privi- 
leges of that course. The gent^^en held quite 
a lengthy conference, at the conclusion of which 
it was announced that a deal had not been 
made. The betting privileges were tendered 
Mr. Mayer, but there was a hitch somewhere, 
and the deal was not made. There will be an- 
other conference today, and it is quite probable 
that the Chicago penciler will have charge of 
the Oakley ring this summer. 

Green B. Morris has presented to Milton Young 
old Strathmeath, bay gelding, 10, by Strathmore, 
dam Flower of Meath, and he will spend 
his remaining years at McGrathiana. 
Strathmeath has been a wonderful horse. 
At two-years old he started in ten races and 
won five; at three, started sixteen times 
and won five races, among them the American 
Derby; at four, twenty-two starts and won 
twelve; at five, twenty -seven start and won 
thirteen; at six, twenty-nine starts and won 
seven; at seven, twenty starts and won ten; at 
eight, ten starts and won three, making a total 
of 134 races, of which he won 55 and was placed 
numerous times. Strathmeath’s career is an- 
other illustration of how geldings last on the 
turf. He has earned his freedom and a good 
home, which he will, no doubt, find at McGrath- 
iana, where he can doubtless play the role of 
chaperon and nurse for the yearlings as old 
Parole does at Rancocas. — Turf,Field and Farm.

New Orleans, La., March 26. — Lobengula 
was sold at auction in the paddock today for 
$950. Wood Hoffman bought him. Twelve 
others brought $895 ; an average of $75.
